Yamaguchi et al(6 f 636,186) teach particles do not move due to adhesiveness 
with the electrode, so that the display state is maintained(see figure 4D and column 9, 
lines 45-58). However, this patent has later filing data than applicant and also does not 

the adhesive material having a glass transition temperature of -35°C to +35°C.
